Chancellor Adolf Hitler to- 
day delivered a eulogy of 
his predecessor, Field Mar- 
shal Paul Von Hindenburg, 
before a packed audience of 
government officials, legis- 
lators, and citizens in the 
Kroll opera house. Then he de- 
parted by airplane for Tannen- 
berg where, tomorrow, he will 
preach the funeral oration at 
the tomb of Germany's war hero 
president. 
The ceremonies 
today 
were

heard In the heart of Germany's 
capital as befitted the rites for 
a statesman. Tomorrow's services 
will be In the great monument 
which marks the Tannenberg bat- 
tlefield where, in 1914, Von Hin- 
denburg the general turned back 
the invading Russians, killing 50,- 
000 of them. 
It is there that the • old war- 
rior will be entombed 
tomorrow 


and It is there that Hitler will 
speak again. In his speech today, 
the chancellor 
paid solemn tri- 


bute to the late president and 
prayed for the peace, freedom and 
honor of Germany.

SUCCESS 


The International Conven- 


tion for Limiting and Regu- 
lating the Distribution of 
Narcotic Drugs has been in 
operation for a year. In that 
time, according to a recent 
report of the Opium Advis- 
ory Committee of the Lea- 
gue of Nations, the most 
creditable showing in carry- 
ing out its purposes has 
been made by Turkey. 


Turkey has long been a 


chief 
exporter 
of r a w 


opium. In order to meet the 
requirements of the Con- 
vention it had to make, per- 
haps, the greatest 
effort 


and sacrifice of any nation. 
To suppress illicit traffic in 
opium and opium products 
the manufacture of narcot- 
ic? was made a government 
monopoly in Turkey. 


The purpose of the treaty 


is to restrict manufacture of 
narcotics to the medical and 
scientific 
requirements 
of 


each 
country. 
A central 


board receives and passes 
upon estimates of produc- 
ing countries 
and 
keeps 


track of shipments between 
countries. In this country it 
will require legislation by 
individual states to "imple- 
ment" the treaty. 


This international action 


and co-operation in the sup- 
pression of the illicit traf- 
fic in narcotics is one of the 
great achievements of the 
League of Nations. It 
in- 


volves a grater surrender of 
national sovereignty on the 
part of signatory powers 
than any of the internation-

agreements of recent 


years. That it is apparently 
succeeding should 
be

cause of widespread satis- 
faction and should renew 
hope and courage to tackle 
other serious problems in 
the same spirit.

They ob- 
tained the information in 
confidence, they explained, 
and it would be violating 
the ethics of their profes- 
sion, to make public the 
names of their informants.

there ensued a tug of war, 
with the court fining the re- 
porters and returning them 
to jail day after day, and 
the news-gatherers consist- 
ently refusing to surrender 
their principle.

ffl3)—C. A. Cobb, chief of the cot- 
ton flection of the AAA, told Tex- 
as farmers here today that the 
Bankhead act was neither new or 
revolutionary and terme'd It the 
natural result of about threc-ouar- 
tcra of a century of seeking for 
an effective plan of cotton con- 
trol. 


"Cotton farmers of the South 
do want the Bankhead act," hn 
said, "because they want control 
and have discovered through sad 
experience that voluntary action 
can not be depended upon M a1 
control device." 


The Bankhead act was drawn, 
Cobb said, to supplement and not 
to supplant the program under 
the agricultural adjustment act. 


"Sentiment In the South for the 
current year for the Bankhead 
bill was largely directed toward 
th* non cooperators—a minority 
of dome 10 per cent, which 10 per 
cent will complain bitterly 
and 
take the lead In all sorts of drives 
against enforcement of the bill, 
he declared. 


Cobb pointed out that the 1933 
plowup campaign had doubled the 
Income of the South's cotton pro- 
ducers and said he had no pa- 
tience with those who had brand- 
ed the "1933 plowup campaign ai 
vandalism."

"1 Implore you all 
now to look beyond this transi- 
tory moment into the future. Let 
the strong realization enter our 
hearts: The Herr Relchs Presi- 
dent Field Marshal General Von 
Hlndenburg is not dead. 


"He is living. For In dying he 


now wanders above us 
amidst 


the Immortals of our people sur- 
rounded by the great spirits of 
the past as an eternal patron and 
protector of the German Reich 
and the German nation." 


Defends Von Hlndenhurg. 
Hitler declared the late Presi- 


dent was "as innocent of the be- 
ginning of the war as anybody in 
the world could be," pointing out 
that when the conflict began in 
1914, Von Hindenburg was living 
in retirement, having taken his 
discharge from the army at the 
age of 64 on March 18, 1911. 


The new leader of Germany 


praised Von Hindenburg as a mili- 
tary commander and declared: 


"Had the political leadership of 


our people during 
this 
period 


been congenial with the military, 
Germany would have been spared 
the greatest humiliation ever to 
go down in 
history."
